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MINISTERS FILE A PROTEST

Request the Porte to Prevent Excesses on
the Armenian Population,

—

REFUGEES CROWDED INTO THE CHURCHES

Many Henrtrending Scenen Reported
=Dispateh to the Pall Mall Ga-
gette Foreshadows the Com=
misslon Report.

——

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 4.—A deputation
composed of forty leading Armeniana called
nt the Hritlsh embassy hers today lo see
the Hritish ambassador, Sir Philip Currle
They were {nformed that Sir Philip was ab-
sent, but thay sald they had come to see
him and would walt there until he ap-
peared.

After a conference of the ambassadors to-
day energetle repregentations were made to
the Twkigh forelgn minlster, complaining of
the excesses committed by the Mussulmun
populace on the prisoners and wounded on
Monday and Tuesday., Many of them were
dispatehied with bludgeons, while others were
most cruelly maltreated. The representa-
tives of the powers begged the forelgn min-
{sler to take measures to prevent the for-
elgn resldents of Constantinople from suffer-
ing and to reatore order. The United States
minister, Mr, Alex W. Terrel, also made rep-
resentations to the Turkish government re-
questing that steps be taken to Insurs the
sifety of the United States missionaries in
the Koumkapon quarter. Messrs.  Chirton
and Hunter, the newly appointed  United
Siates consuls, started for Brzeroum nnd Har-
pool respectively today, withont thelr exe-
quateurs. The British consul at Treblzonde
has been Inetructed to grant théem every
facllity and protection In the accomplish-
ment of thelt journey and in establishing
themselves at their posts.

TURKISH QUARTERS GUARDED.

The Torklah quarters are guarded through-
out Lhe night in order to prevent the Nus-
suiman inhablitante from coming out and re-

newlng. the disturbance, The clty s now
tranqull, although it is st patrolled by
troops and pollee, and there le yet much

apprehension among the Armenians, The Sof-
tua wore cspecially guilty of great excesies
on Tuesday, and especlolly during the raid
on the Armenlan quarter, which they made
at night, At Tookurtehesme, near Stamboul,
the students and populace broke Into the
Armenian bullding, killed fifteen persons and
wounded thirty-five others, In addition, It
la sald that they conveyed the bodles to the
ghores and threw them into the sea. There
wis another battle In an Armenlan cafe af
Soehitir, doring wlleh several persons were
killed and wounded on both sides. At Has-
keln n number of Armenians' houses were
broken Into and sicked by the Softas, who
killedd m numher of Armenians Inhabiting
theso bulldings.

On the other hand, at Karghemuruk, near
Stamboul, revolvers were fleed from the win-
dows of Armenlan houses, and the Armenlan
Inhabitants  were arrested. Owlng to  the
threats of the SBoftas the Armenlan college
al Gallute has been clozed. At the Invitation
of the Armenian nobilitles, at the request of
the Turkish government, some of the Ar-
meniang who had sought refugedn the Koum-
kipnn eathedral have returned to thelr homes,
but the majority refused to leave the sacred
edifice out of fear of belng arrested and mal-
treated by the Turks,

The arrests of Armenlang continue to be
made i all parts of the clty, and the polles
are making domlieile vigits wherever the Ar-
menigns live, and are searching all the Ar-
menlan stores. ‘Thers were further troubles
yesterday ot Toppane, during which about
forty persons were wounded.

HEVULSION OF FEELING.

LONDON, Oct, 4.—Forelgn ofice oMcials
have expressed the opinlon that the disturb-
ances at Constantinople will seriously em
barrass the powers In thelr efforts to bring
nbout a reform in Armenia, A heavy re-
sponsibility rests upon the Armenians for
precipltating the rlots at Constantinople and
the opinfon Is galning ground that the recent
events there have eaused a revulslon through-
out Europe, and those who were urging thelir
governments to take immediate steps to de-
Mver the Armenlans from oppressions hegln
to see distinetly that there 18 another side
to the question,

A dispateh Lo the Pall Mall Gpzoette from
Constantlnople, published this  afternoon,
pays that one of the forealign delegates of the
fnternational commisslon of Ingquiry says
that its report will show that the total num-
ber of inhabitants of the Sakmoun valley dld
nat execeed 4,000, and that the number of
Armenians killed in the capture of the vil-
lages of Semal, Shemak and Gheliguzan and
In the taking of Antokndagh puss was at the
most 300 to 500. It ie also clalmed that the
report will demonsirate that there s no ovi-
dence that any one was killed In eold blood
or that there were any mutilations of women
or children. Finally 1t Is asserted by the
delegate, according to the correspondent of
the Pall Mall Gazette, that about forty per-
sons wera burled In the death pllsat Ghe-
liguzan and that the statement that a numbey
of women threw themselves over a cliff in
order to avold dishonor o also false,

WORTHY OF SYMPATHY.

NEW YORK, Oct, 4.—J. J. Rooney, chalr-
man of the Phil-Armenlan Assoclation of
America and a4 member of the custom house
brokerage firm of R, F. Down & Co,, dis-
cussed with an Assoclated press reproesenta-
tive today the subject of the riots of the
last few days in Constantinople. “If,'" he
sald, "the American people can sympathize
with the struggle of the insurgents In Cuba
they surely can extend a helplug hand to
tho Armenians, whose position for centurles
has been Influltely worse than that of the
Cubans, Thelr Adelity to thelr fuith has been
the ehlel source of their many afMictlons,
They received the Christian talily I the eec-
ond century, and have held fast to it through
all these years, In splte of Incedsant perse-
cutions and many general massacres, They
bave magulficeot Wlerature and a great his-
tory, and are surely too noble and Intelligent
a people to bs wiped from the earth by the
unsprakable Turk.

“All that the Armenian people ask Is pro-
tection for life, honor and property, and
surely such a demand should mest with the
sympathy of the American people
. "It Is sald by enemlés of the Armenians
that this outhreak Is the result of a secret
revolutionkry movement, and that it was spe-
clally designed to provoke bloodshed, In order
to attract the atiention amd Intervention of
Europe. The conclusive answer (o this
charge 18 that It Is not necessary, In view
of all the knowledge of the facts, to place
uny more bloodshed In evidence before Eu-
rope and the civilized world, But it is neoes-
sary and witally important that the horrors
of the recent and existing situation In un-
happy Armenia should be brought home to
the consclence of humanity by a peaceable
petition.

ISSUES SQUARELY JOINED.

“This was done at Constantinople on Mon-
day last and you know the result. More-
ever, & revolutionary movement In Constan-
tinople would not be deemed necessary or
advisable by the Armenlans themselves, as
the lssug s now squarely jolned belween
the Porte and the three powars signutory
to the treaty of Berlin, namely: Great Brit-
ain, Russia and France. The obligations of
the powers towards Armenians are clearly
defined in the treaty of Berlin. These ob-
Huations are publicly acknowledged by the
three powers and we, the friends of the
Armentans n the United States, are glad
to say that ths Britlsh premier, tho nvar-
quis of Sallsbury, has acknowledged the spe-
elal duty of Great Britaln. We have ad-
dressed to the murguis of Sallsbury a petl-
tien volelng the sentimients of the Amerl-
can sympathizers of the unhappy Arme-
nluns, We asked him to uphold the cause of
suffering humanity In Armenia and the poss
tlun assumed by Great Britaln in signing
the Berlin treaty. This can best be done,
it i» suggested, by the appointment of a
Kuropean governor for Armenia who has
Bot been a subject of the Porte aud who
would .be respounsible to a European com-
mission. We represented that no amoun!

of promises from the Porte would avall; that l
remedy has long proved to be a dismal fail-
ure. Over fifty years ago, under somewhat
similar  ciroumstances, a Iberal constitu-
tion, equal almost to that of the United
Btates, was sulemnly grantsd to Armenia
by the sultan. It was a dead letter from
the day of its birth. Why? HBecause the
condition of Armenia ls a question of ad-
ministration and not of paper guarantees.
POLICY OF THE TURKS.

“It has been conclusively shown that the
poliey of the Turkish government has been
to end the question by ending the Ar-
menlans.  The British forelgn office within
the Iast two or three days hax acknowledged
the recelpt of our petition and has promised
to glve It consideration. As a matter of
fact, direet pressture now rests upon the
Porte from the three powers to accept the
reforms demanded.

“The Interest of Amerleans in the Armenian
sltuation became very strong as soon ms the
facte of the massacre had been established
beyond doubt by the Assoclated press, Pub-
lle men everywhers, [ncluding the governors
of many states, expressed thelr sympathy
with the Armenians,

“HBishop Potter of New York and Cardinal
Gibbons ‘have been specially outspoken on
the subject. To show the value of Amerloan
wantiment In bringing about a remedy for
Armenia, T need only elte the followlng letter
mddressed to Mr. Stedn, an carnest friend of
the cause In Washington, by Mr. James
Bryce, author of *The American Common-
weilth.," He wrote: *1 trust that the ef-
forts which you and other public spicited men
are making to call the attention of the Amaor-
lean people to the unhappy condition of the
Christians of the east will be sucoessful,
Your helpers are all ready to respond to the
ery of suffering humanity and no even's of
recent years have better deserved the syme-
pathles than the anclent and once famous
Armenian nation, milgerles which have re-
cently culminated in the masgacre of Sas-
Eoun. A strong expression of American feel-
Ing will strenghten the hands of those who
In Burgpe desire mensures of reform intro-
duced which may effectually prevent any re-
currence of similar horrors,’

“Then again the firer position, asking for
the appointment of o European governor of
Armenla, bears the signature, among others,
of Justice Tlavid J. Hrewer of the Unlted
States court; Miss Francrs . Willard, pres-
fdent of the Women's Christian Tempermnoee
unlon; Richard Watkon Gllder, edtor of the
Century mogazine, and A. T. Bmmett, pres-
Ident of the Irish Natlonal Federatlon of
Amerieins.'"

The Berlin correspondent of the Standard
telegraphs to that paper that he learns pri-
vately that the number of Turke killed on
Monday in the riots at Constantinople was
forty-elght and of  Armenlang, 111, The
number of wounded on both sldes was several
hundred,

The Constantinople correspondent of the
Dally News saya that 1,000 to 1,200 Ar-
menlans have been Imprisoned at the capltal.
“It Is now absolutely ecerain,' the corre-
spondent adds, “‘that elghty-one bodles of
Armenlans have been given up by the Turk-
fsh' officlals to the Armeninn hoepital at
Stamboul, Al were In a fearful condition,
som= having as many as thirty wounds.’

REJECTED LOUIS STERN'S APPEAL.

Action HMas Crented an Unfavorable
Tmpression nt Washington,
MUNICH, Bavaria, Oct. 4.—At today's sit-
ting of the Lower House of Parllament the
promler announced that the appeal of Louis
Stern of New York, sentenced to two weeksa
Imprisonment and a fine of 600 marks for in-
sulting Baron von Thuengen, deputy com-
missioner of the Spa, at Kissingen, had been

rejected,

WASHINGTON, Oc¢t. 4.—The news has
reachol Washington, unofficially, confirming
the cable reports that the Prince of Bavaria
hag declined to extend eclemency to Louls
Stern of New York, as was requested by
our ambasgsador, Mr. Runyon, The prince Is
the last resort In such a case within the
Hmits of Bavarin, where Mr, Stern was tried,
and he must either serve out his sentence of
two weeks imprisonment and fine of 600
marks or forfeit his bail, which has been fixed
In the excesslyo sum of $20.000. At first Mr.
Stern lodeged fa appeal, but soon withdrew
this In oder to make an application for modi-
fication of the sentence, asking that the im-
prisonment be changed to a fine. This be-
Ing refused, it was understood that the ap-
penl cannot be renewed. The affalr has left
r bad impresslon here, for it 18 belleved (hat
the Germans have selzed upon a trifling
offense to treat a prominent Amerlcan citl-
wen oppressively,

SET AN EXAMPLE WOR ENGLAND,

Consul Hixson Glves the Nritish Diplo-
mnits n Sumple of Amervicenn Greit.

LONDON, Oct. 4.—A letter to the Pall Mall
Gazette from Ku Cheng, published thls after-
noon, dilates upon the fact that It I8 a
strango thing that the only lghting man sent
Lo Ku Cheng with the commisslon appolnted
to Inquire Into the massacres of mlssionaries
wng Licutenant Waldo Evans, of the United
States crulser Detrolt, In splte of the faat
that two Britlsh gunboats were lylng at
Foo Chow.

The correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazette
adds that when the party arrlved at Ku
Cheng the mandarin in command there re-
fused to allow the members of the commis-
slon to attend the trial of the accused voge-
tarlans, whereupon Mr, J. Courtney Hixson,
the Unlted States consul at Foo Chow, who
was the most energetle member of the com-
mission, peremptorily demanded in the most
vigorous language the right of being present
it the trials. He sald he did not care how
great a personnge the mandarin was, he
would stir up all the powers unless he was
admitted, and gave the mandarin four hours
In which to make up hls mind.

Remaniny Lying In State.

CITY OF MEXICO, Oct, 4—The remains
of tho late Manuel Romero Rublo, minister
of the Interlor, are belng embalmed. The
body will be ¢xposed tomorrow in the Chain-
ber of Deputles, which 18 being converted into
A hall of mourning, luminated with thou-
eands of candles and hung in black, The body
will be interred in the French cemetery. He
was an Intimate friend of the late President
Lerdo and held the place of minister of the
Interior in hig cabinet, and accompanied him
into exlle when General Diaz took the Cliy
of Mexico In 1876, SBubsequently he returned
here at the lovitation of Presldent Diaz, who
made him a cabinet minleter, and later on
his daughter, Carmen Romero Rublo, married
the president.

Want n Removal of Sugar Hountlews.

BERLIN, Oct. 4.—The National Zeitung
kays that International negotistions, with the
view of bringing asbout a reduction in and
the ultimate abolitfon of the export premiums
on sugar pald by some countries, still con-
tinue, and that It Is hoped they will lead to
gamo positive results, sinee the countries
concernad, especially France, are interested
in view of the financial situation, in obtain-
ing the abolition of these payments,

Oeenn Steamer Probubly Lost,

LONDON, Oct, 4—A dlspateh to Lloyds
from Salcombe says that o lurge two-masted
steamer, heading apparently for Plymouth,
disappeared” from view during the gale, when
about four miles from Graystone. It a
feared that she has foundered, and a ilfe-boat
Tas gone to the dceépe of her disappearance,
No  wreckuge has yet been found which
waould werve to identify her.

Editor Flees from Derlin,

BERLIN, Ogt. 4.—The Vorwaerts says that
Baron von Hammersteln, formerly editor of
the Kreuz Zeltung, against whom serious
charges havo been mades slunce his sudden
disappesrsnce from this city, salled for the
United States from Havre some time ago, by
the French loe of steamships, and that he is
now supposed to be Iin Washington.

OLNEY CALLS ENGLAND DOWY

Bharp Note Baid to Have Been Forwarded
to Londﬂn'

MONROE DOCTRINE WILL BE ENFORCED

Great Dritaln Wil Not Be Permitted
to Selze New Territory Under
n Thinly Disgulsed
Pretext,

NEW YORK, Oct. 4—A mpecial to the Her-
ald from Washingion says: The great Inter-
national question of the hour Is the Veneru-
elan boundary dispute. Secretary Olney has
prepared a dispatch to Ambassador Hayard,
which will soon bring the matter to an j=sue,
This dlspateh Is of a more pogitive and un-
equivocal nature, As soch as It shall be
placed before the Britlah government, 1t will
ralse an lesne which ean only be settled by
the retreat of one or the other government.
The stand taken by the United States In this
dispatch is one whlch Involves the oldest and
most sacred traditions of the government—an
enforcement of the Monroe doctrine.

Secretary Olney's dispatell 1s In substance
# declaration In the most positive language
thut the United States will never consent to
British oceupation of the disputed territory
In Veneguela unless that patlon's right thereto
I8 first determined by arbitration,

In polite, but firm and significanr words,
Secretary Olney declares It to be the bellef
of the United States government that the ter-
ritorial clalms which Great Hritaln has set
up In Venezuela are ln the nature of an at-
lempt to gelze territory on the American ¢con-
tinent to which she has no legil right., The
fecretary points out two horns to the dilem-

mn, giving the Briton to ehoose which 1t will
acoept,
Firat. If the quarrel with Voenezueln is an

ordinary boundary dispute, having its origin
In faulty descriptions, lmperfect surveys or
other migunderstinding, a refusal to arbitrate
the same |s contrary to the precedents et hy
Great Dritaln herself, and contrary to the
pracilee of all elvilized nations.

Becond, If, on the other hand, as appears
to be the caze, the loecatlion of n boundary
line t3 a mere disguise under which Great
Britain is attempting by superlor force to
extend her territory into America, this Is
dltecily viplative of-the Monrce doctrine, and
will never ba submitted to by the Unlted
States,

SECRETARY OLNEY I8 SILENT.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Becrotury Olney
positively refused to say anything touching
any correspondence he has had or intends to
have relatlve to the settlement of the Zenez-
welin  boundary dispuls, so IL cannot be
positively ascertained whether he has taken
any steps recently to Induce Great Britaln to
submit th® matter to arbitration. Tt ean be
slated, however, that since Secretary Gres-
ham'’s death and up to a very recent dite
the deépartment had not made a single move
in that directlon. But, Inasmueh ag congreéss
by resolution has directpd the executive to
use his best efforts to bring the dispute to
arbitration, It I8 very probable that, having
I mind the near appronch of the assembling
of congress, Secretury Olney has been giving
the subject the atteption It demande and s
formulating Wiz views to be communleated
to Ambassador Bayard upon the return of
the latter from his vacation in Scotland. More-
oveér, ns the preceding letters of the Ilate
Secretary Gresham on thig subject appeur to
have falled to secure actlon by the British
government, whose only response was a re-
Iteration of Its willingness to arbitrate the
title to the lands included within the supple-
mentary clindims and outside of the vast troet
which the Venezueluns assert has  been
salzed from them. Secretary Olney may feel
thiat the time hag come to make a more
forcibla presentation than the mere state-
ment that the United Staes would welcome
n submlission of the question to arbitration.
As diplomaey hus many steps betwaeen the
inftlation of an incldent and n declaration
of war, It s poseible, followlng ordinary
usiged, to sel out such a view In terms
which while still forcible shall be entirely
courteous and in no degree approaching an
ultimatum, and such undoubtedly will be
the nature of Seerstary Olney's letter, This
must be dane In order that some proper re-
turn may be made to congress in December
next, but farther than that the secretary
Iz not Hkely to proceed, for as an wltimatum
Is really a step toward war, to dellver such
might be regurded as an Infringement of the
censtitutional rights of congress.

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STABHED WITH A PUICHFORK,
Fight Hetween Pacifle Const Horse-

SAN FRANCISCO, Dot 4=Nick Hall, the
well Known horsemss, #ishbed J, C. M-
Willlams three times with a pltehfork, near
the Bay District traek, last night, and the
latter vhot at Hall thrée timos without effsct,

Both men are horse owners and tralners.

MeW!illams' horge Jefferson ran In & race
on Wednesday, and falled to get a place. It
nppears that Hall, who had backed the
horse, was diggruntled over his loss, and
charged MeWilliams with influencing the
jockey agalnet winning the race. McWil-
lams retaliated, and the men separated with
bad feeling on both sides. This was early
in tho evening, Later they met In front of
the barber shop on Pifth avenue, and the
quarrel was resumed, Fieally Hall went to
hin stable, and arming himself with a pltch-
fork, returned to the scene of hostilithes,
Without the slightest warning of his mur-
derois intentlons ho beat his antugonist over
thir Hend with the handle of the pitohfork,
wnd jabbed at him with the prongs. MeWil-
llame was folled to the ground, and while In
this position he drew his pistol and fired
three shots at Hall, all golng wide of the
mark. MeWillams says he was dazed and
stupefled at the time he fired. Hall, stand-
Ing over his vietim, continued to jab the
prongs of the fork at the body of the pros-
trate man. He made several savage digs
Into the scalp snd tore the skin off the brow
of the right eye. He punctured tho right
arm In two places, and made cight slight
abirasions on the ghouldars and sldes,

MeWilllams wag almost helpless from the
repeated blows that were fhowered on him.
He managed to save himatlf considerably by
grahbing the pitchitork with his hands,  but
Hall s a powerful mah, and had It not been
for the fnct that a horseman named Madi-
won, nnd others, cuma to the rescue, MceWil-
llnms would have been entirely at the mercy
of his infurlated assaflant. MeWilliams was
taken to the recelving hospital, where hig
wounds were dressed. The police are search-

NEW YORK, Oct. 4—I'rof. Hialmar
Hijorth Boyesen of Columbla college, the
Norwegian  author, died this morning of

rheumatism of the heart, after an [liness of

two days, Prof. Royesen wns born In Nor-
way In 1848, In Fredericksvarn. He grad-

uuted from the University of Christiana in
1808, When e came to this country in 1865
he went to Chicago, where he became editor
of the Scandinavian paper, the Fremad. Five
yenrs after coming to Amerlea he published
hig first novel, “Gunnar,” which was an {m-
moediate success, In 1874, after two years of
Juropean travel, he tock the professorship of
German at Cornell, In 18§51 he was appointed
Instruetor In German at Columbia college, and
In 15883 he was appointed to the Gebhard pro-
fessorghip of German and lterature, e
chalr of Germanle languages and literature
was ereated for him in 1890,

Among the writings of Prof. Boyesen were:
“The Story of Norway," “Lives of Goethe and
Sehiller,” “Tales of Two Hemlspheres,"” "“The
Maummon of Unrighteousness,” *lika of the
Hilltop," “Faleonberg,” "Adueller of the
Phillstines,” “Essays on Gérman Literature’
and “Queen Titania.'! He established a rep-
utation as a lecturer, as well as a novelist
and essayist, ond among his friends numbered
such men as Vietor Hugo and Torguenlefl, He

Inerpase the penalty for adulteratlons; re-
move the tax on beer, wine and coffee; total
prohibition In  communitles composed of
viclous clanges; high license to diminish the
number of barrooms and cause batter lguors
to be sold; enforce a strict sanitary Inspec-
tlon of all drinks sold over the bar; promote
the culture of grapes; double the penalty
for selling to minors; drunken men should he
compelled to work when sent to jall; condi-
tlon of workmen should be Improved; cating
houses should be established. The commit-
tee had no faith In the Sunday closing laws.

Dr. Manuel Carmonay Valle, diree-
tor of the Natlonal School of
Medicine of Mexico, read a paper
on  “Prophylaxsis of Yellow Fever,” in
whieh he announced the discovery by him of
a certaln cure for yellow fever, which he
has already used successfully In hundreds of
cages, The treatment s by Inocalation by
sub-gutancous injection in the cellular tis-
sue of the arm of urine taken from a po-
tient belween the fourth and fourtesnth
day of the fever. The fever ean be guarded
agalnet dlio In this manner just as small-
pox can he avolded by vacelnation, Dy,
Valle reported that his discovery had been
investigated and approved by Dr. Sternberg,
surgeon general of the United Biates army,

CHINESE HAVE A GREAT SCHEMI.
Thaose nt the Expositlion Delng
Watehed by Treasury OfMceinls.
ATLANTA, Ga., Oct, 4. —Government In-
spector George Bcharff, sent here to wateh the
colony of Chinesa men, women and children
brought to the Atlanta exposition by Kee Owi
Yang and Leon Lan, has sent to the secre-
tary of the treasury a preliminary report,
which is highly sensational. He scores the
Inspector at Ogdenshurg, N. Y., for negll-
gence and carclessness In the admisslon of
the Chinese to the United States, and sug-

gests that the Unlted States consul at Hong
Kong will be called upon to show the manner

in which he took the descriptlons of the
Chinamen when they left that place for
Americu.

The report states that there are 180 men
in the Chinese village here, who are dolng
abaalutely nothing and who evidently bought
their way into America for the purpose of
remaining bere. He staled that the whole
growd intended to evade the ofMcers and re-
mabn in this country, The women, he says,
are to be sold. The whole scheme, he de-
¢lares. was organized by wealthy Chinamen
who do not llve In America, and that Kee
Owl Yung and Leon Lan are merely thelr
agents,
